Various Kinds Knowledge

Certainly 
these facts affirm that Catholic educators 
are vitally interested audio-visual edu- 
cation. Its widespread use means that 
has become well-established method 
instruction proved worth the class- 
room. 


Sound Projectors Most Popular 


The popularity various pieces 
audio-visual equipment interesting. Sound 
projectors scored highest, with 91.3 per 
cent the schools reporting them 1955 
and 89.3 per cent the schools 1956. 
Since most these projectors can also 
set for silent projection, not sur- 
prising that only per cent the schools 
reported they owned silent movie pro- 
jectors. The latter piece equipment 
fast becoming obsolete most films now 
come equipped with sound tracks and can- 
not shown silent projectors. Ob- 
viously, too, equipment which combines 
both audio and visual communication 
more effective educationally than equip- 
ment which appeals only one the 
senses. 

Slide projectors showed gain two 
per cent within the year interval between 
surveys, polling 78.8 per cent the 
schools 1956, and 76.8 per cent 1955. 
There pronounced trend toward the 
use the inch, mm. slides. 
Other types projectors, such film- 
strip, opaque, overhead, etc., are also used 
widely, according the principals who 
wrote this information although was 
not specifically requested the question- 
naires. 

With such investment visual equip- 
ment, there corresponding demand 
for films, filmstrips, slides, and other ma- 
terials for projection. estimated that 
the Catholic schools spend two million 
dollars their audio-visual budget 
film rentals and purchase 
slides, etc. 
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Most schools rent about 
the 16mm. films per year. Renting $1.75 
$2.50 each considerably cheaper than 
buying film prints which cost $50 $100 
for black and white, $100 $300 for 
color. The decision whether buy 
rent film should based how 
near the school source supply, 
and how often the same film will used. 

contrast the rental 16mm. films, 
the 35mm. slides and filmstrips are usually 
purchased outright. school buys about 
ten filmstrips per year, cost 
each. Since the slides and film- 
strips can used over and over again 
succeeding years, this wise investment. 

Few Catholic schools have film and re- 
cording libraries. Often these materials are 
readily accessible from public library, 
state university, commercial supply 
house. some dioceses, the superintendent 
education maintains library for the 
schools his area. “Most state universi- 
ties can supply films for rental,” explains 
Dr. Vander Beke. “It possible get 
monthly supply educational 16mm. 
films for nine months the basis 
$100 contract.” 


Widespread Use Recording 
Equipment 


Although educators seem favor visual 
aids for their more lasting impact upon 
students, nevertheless sound equipment 
surprisingly popular. Record players 
phonographs (which were included only 
the 1956 survey) polled amazing 
per cent the schools. This popu- 
larity also extended 
which numbered 74.2 per cent the 
schools 1956, gain 3.4 per cent 
over the 1955 figure 70.6 per cent. 

possible that tape recorders will 
supplant the phonograph the near future, 
soon more educational material 
“taped” recording firms. Some operas 
and speeches are now available. Tape re- 
corders can reproduce sound high fidel- 
ity without the scratch phonograph 
needle. Easier use and storage tapes 
are other factors favoring classroom use. 

Radio the only audio-visual aid that 
showed drop popularity between the 
two surveys: 1955, 71.2 per cent 
the schools owned radios, but 1956, 
only per cent checked radios. should 
noted that all these percentages reveal 
only that school has one piece each 
kind equipment; whereas reality 
most schools own several projectors, tape 
recorders, phonographs, etc. One school 
listed radio each its classrooms.

What About Educational Television? 

the end 1956, educational tele- 
vision had channels and audience 
million, according recent report 
made the Federal Communications Com- 
mission the NEA Joint Council 
Educational Television. Probably few, 
any, these viewers were Catholic school 
children. Only per cent the Catholic 
high schools surveyed indicated they had 
television sets. These schools are located 
populous areas where telecasting and 
reception are good. Probably, the television 
sets are used mostly for recreation and 
occasional news broadcasts, since none 
the principals stated participation closed 
circuit television. 

However, educational television, still 
its infancy, offers both challenge 
educators and large potential market 
manufacturers and suppliers. the end 
June, 1957, some ETV channels 
will operation, including seven new 
stations located New Orleans; Atlanta; 
Milwaukee; Minneapolis-St. Paul; San 
Juan, Puerto Rico; Oxford, Ohio; and 
Athens, Ga. Eight other cities have applied 
for construction permits, and more than 
other areas are actively interested 
developing ETV stations the near future. 


Equipping A-V Classrooms 

Should schools have special room 
equipped for audio-visual education? Some 
36.8 per cent the Catholic high schools 
reported they have such room; others 
use auditoriums, halls, multi-purpose rooms, 
libraries, and classrooms. However, the 
trend today, approved both educators 
and architects, equip every class- 
room for audio-visual education. Already 
new schools not equipped are considered 
obsolete. 

Equipping classrooms for a-v education 
not difficult and expensive 
sounds. Architects agree that most class- 
rooms are suitable for a-v use they 
have curtains blinds for darkening the 
room and some kind natural me- 
chanical means ventilation. Some other 
points consider are installing roll-up 
screen (more convenient than portable 
screen) and the flexibility classroom 


furniture. (Can arranged for viewing 
either small large group stu- 
dents?) Generally speaking, expensive and 
highly technical acoustical treatment re- 
quired only special rooms where record- 
ings are made.

THE BIRD CONVENTION 


Conventions are the air today, 
why not North American Bird Con- 
vention”? This idea was originally devised 
enrichment experience after the tenth 
grade biology class had covered the text- 
book material birds.

How organize convention? Four com- 
mittees were formed and volunteers agreed 
responsible for the work entailed. 
First, ways-and-means committee worked 
with singular dispatch. advance, the 
audio-visual room was reserved for use 
day when the class would have biology 
laboratory for double period. With the 
home room designated General Head- 
quarters, the biology laboratory Exhibit 
Hall, and the audio-visual room Movie 
Theater, the committee next considered 
transportation. course, would all 
air— each delegate had private plane 
equipped for landing right General 
Headquarters. There would traffic 
tie-ups, shortage taxi service. Finally, 
there was the matter convention identifi- 
cation badges. With specific directions 
posted the home-room bulletin board, 
each delegate was expected make badge 
and present the co-chairman the 
convention before the first session the 
day. 

second committee assigned topics for 
lectures given General Head- 
quarters, designated the order which 
the talks would appear the program, 
and secured volunteers give the talks. 

Committee number three took the work 
organizing the displays for the Exhibit 
Hall. Finally, the last committee secured 
films from the city library, previewed them, 
and operated the projector during the 
showings the movies.

Delegates Arrive 


The general plan the convention 
then explained, the chairman continuing, 
“Caution! Follow the program you have 
received exactly outlined. will route 
you three separate groups the places 
meeting, that but one third the 
group will present any one gathering 
one time.” 

Each 
delegate rises, advances the front the 
assembly room, gives its bird name, sum-

group. However, before the class divides 
into the three groupings, lectures 
interest the entire convention are 
Economic importance the birds, 
conservation, birds’ migratory habits, 
other pertinent facts bird lore are 
scribed short talks. Interest among the 
delegates builds point where 
Committee Resolutions formed.

Group Activities 

The group then breaks into three 
sections. One goes immediately the Ex- 
hibit Hall, second group the Movie 
Theater see the film, “The Develop- 
ment Chick” while the third section 
prepares tape-record the lectures 
special interest given them the Gen- 
eral Headquarters. This recording permits 
the groups hear all the talks. Too, 
either the second third group speak- 
ers fails exhaust the time allotted 
them, the recording fills in. given 
signal the groups rotate. 

Students attempt make these talks 
interesting possible. For example, 
one depicts the story the eagle 
symbol patriotism, noting that from 
ancient times until the present, the eagle 
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rides atop the national emblem and sym- 
bolizes all that nation typifies. Included, 
too, the fact that the President the 
United States uses his coat-of-arms, 
and that each characteristic feature the 
eagle stands for some phase America’s 
attributes. 

special interest the homing pigeon. 
student who represents the carrier 
pigeon gives information its specific use- 
fulness, highlighting the carrier’s activity 
during the war, detailing training, and giv- 
ing accounts pigeons that distinguished 
themselves returning “home” under fire, 
walking with wings clipped. 

Talks given groups two and three in- 
clude such subjects “Birds Art,” 
“Birds “Game Birds Our 
State,” “Interesting Birds Our Back 
“Family Life Birds Not Too 
Different From Our Family Life.” 

Two students who have worked out 
“Birds Literature” quote poetry, out- 
featuring their feathered 
friends, and give suggestions for future 
reading. The recitation “John James 
Audubon” Rosemary and Stephen 
Vincent Benet fitting close this 
phase the convention. 


Viewing the Exhibits 


Delegates from Group one are now 
ushered down the corridor the Exhibit 
Hall where they are greeted with the soft 
ground the singing canaries. The 
leader guides the sightseers from table 
table, from bulletin board birds’ nests; 
she informs them that the nests were some- 
times reluctantly loaned big brothers, 
friends, neighbors. Near each nest 
mounted specimen the bird, loaned from 
the local public museum. Among the nests 
one especially interesting woodpecker’s, 
which had been requisitioned bluebird 
after “Woody” had abandoned it. The dele- 
gates see the chipping sparrow’s nest with 
its lining horses’ hair, the goldfinch’s 
thistle down lining, the hanging oriole and 
vireo nests. 

Feeding trays which had been used dur- 
ing the winter are complete with the type 
food which would entice particular 
birds. There are charts showing the external 
structure bird, the differences among 
beaks, feet, feathers various birds, and 
even homing pigeon his cage, banded 
for flight “home.” When satisfied 
that the group has seen all, the guide in- 
vites the visitors seated; then, 
means opaque projector, the group 
enjoys pictures familiar birds whose 
calls are played bird-call record, which 
was borrowed from the local library.

The next shift takes this particular group 
the movies. Before the convention, the 
teacher had pre-viewed the film, De- 
velopment Chick” with the three 
student-projector operators. Now, turn, 
these students brief the audience before 
showing the film.

Textbooks

There are three approaches the study 
color. Two pigmentary and 
psychological are greatest interest 
the teacher. The first concerns work with 
dyes and inks. The second analyzes color 
part human experience. third ap- 
proach which has been called physical 
deals with light manner much more 
advanced and scientific. 

have just completed the examination 
science textbook designed for use 
the eighth and ninth grades. mind 
runs back Red Cross pamphlet which 
have used several times classes 
supplemental text and other science 
texts which have employed sixth- 
grade classes. Comparisons are pertinent 
for this consideration the importance 
color. 


The older text marked many dia- 


grams which are naturally important. All 
are black and white. The two more 
recent textbooks have colored diagrams 
simple nature drive home ideas basic 
the intermediate level. 

The Red Cross pamphlet, the story 
blood, has many drawings marked 
much use red, blue, and white. drives 
home its basic idea well because this 
use pertinent color. 

eye fatgue pupils considered 
when textbooks are selected, the quality 
some degree. Eye fatigue important 
factor the efficiency workers any 
kind. Color should enter into any solution 
this problem. 

The three causes for eye fatigue are 
“extreme adaptive changes from light 
dark, prolonged fixation the eyes, and 
the third, lack suitable areas for visual 
relaxation.” When selecting textbooks one 
should note the way these factors have 
been considered colored illustrations. 
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present which marked many pictures 
highly varied color. principal re- 
marked that should not difficult 
arouse pupil interest such book and 
have found him correct. The fact 
that the colors the pictures and dia- 
grams are varied one explanation for 
this interest. This variety aims toward the 
elimination eye fatigue that normal 
youthful curiosity about scientific matters 
can satisfied reading situation 
which allows visual relaxation and tends 
toward the elimination fixation. 

Examination and use many textbooks 
leads suggest that varied color will 
not only have this desirable physical effect 
but will also emphasize basic ideas. The 
nature this balance should further 
considered two other ways. 

have recently examined three reading 
textbooks for the elementary level. The 
first makes extensive use color. has 
variety shade and tone and the images 
story characters are clear. One the 
other two readers employs combination 
turquoise blue and various shades 
gray for the colors its pictures. The 
images these pictures are not clear 
and distinct. The third reader used com- 
bination green and various shades 
gray with the same results. All three read- 
ers are quality but did not seem 
that the latter two gave sufficient at- 
tention color variety and thereby lost 


distinctiveness images. The use only 
two colors caused this. 

fact that the brain actually 
performs the function seeing. there 
stimulation only one part the 
visual apparatus, the brain will want some- 
thing offset the stimulation needed else- 
where. consideration color overprint- 
ing should interest the teacher 
connection with this aspect our 
problem.

Adaptation Real Needs 
What the Sisters need not “theology” such, but solid 
doctrinal training for their own spiritual life and their teaching 
apostolate, which includes many elements theology. But not 
just any form theology adapted their special require- 
ments. Since request such courses for Sisters because 
their apostolate, cannot arrange the subject matter 
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priori manner from the notion theology, but 
must plan from the viewpoint the students’ future catechet- 
ical activity. That statement seems belabor the obvious, but, 
view the arrangement courses find here and there, 
seems useful and necessary reiteration. Theological 
courses for Sisters, therefore, are not properly planned they 
follow, more less slavishly, the arrangement used seminaries 
regard material and method and sequence and the goal 
pursued. Our first question that our own goal teaching 
theology Sisters. 


The Goal Theology for Sisters 


the Good Old Times 

First let take look “the good old times.” During all 
the centuries which have had nuns the Church, 
among them personalities with extensive religicus knowl- 
edge and deep understanding the Christian mysteries. Never- 
theless, rule, they received special religious instruction 
except that required for their spiritual life. Some them, 


because special talent necessity opportunity, obtained 


deeper religious formation their own diligent spiritual 
reading and study. The libraries the ancient monasteries show 
clearly that the nuns those times used this possibility and 
more than once great nuns wrote books which show remarkable 
theological formation the part the author. Examples 
such writings are those St. Mechtilde, St. Gertrude, and St. 
Teresa. The need for special doctrinal training common was 
felt first when the formerly contemplative nuns began partici- 
pate the educational apostolate the Church. 

Even the Middle Ages, true, nuns had some educa- 
tional activities, but the educational activities those times 
can way compared with the intensive educational work 
today. Only few members the community, usually only 
one two, took part education and even they did not 
need any theological formation for the very simple instruction 
they had give—if there was any separate catechetical 
the hypothetical case that they needed 
such special training, the quiet rhythm those good old days 
left them time enough attain the necessary formation 
themselves from the learned books the library. 


The Present Situation 

Nowadays the condition teaching Sisters quite different. 
Very often the strength the whole community absorbed 
educational activities. Now even Sisters teaching ele- 
mentary school need deepening their religious knowledge. 
They need first for their teaching such. our times, 
good course religion the upper grades requires the 
part the teacher herself very solid foundation. she 
her work well, religion well other subjects, she 
must know more than she teaches. one denies that fully 
trained teacher elementary school needs more than 
ordinary high school training. The school systems countries 
which are somewhat advanced modern education require 
least request their teachers some academic formation. 
Why should the teachers religion the only exception 
the rule? 

Furthermore, for their own spiritual life teaching Sisters 
today need much more solid doctrinal training than former 
times. Since modern teachers get such intensive preparation 
secular subjects before they are permitted teach, is, 
especially for religious, great importance that their religious 
formation kept the same high plane their secular 
formation. notable inferiority the religious formation would 
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have bad consequences both for the Sisters’ own spiritual life 
and for their educational apostolate. Sister whose religious 
education not level with her general intellectual culture 
danger either minimizing religion embracing irra- 
tionalism and sentimentalism the field religion. 


The Present Needs 

The foregoing analysis the different conditions the course 
religious history points not only general necessity 
“theology for Sisters,’ but even fairly exact formulation 
what teaching Sisters our times need for their religious 
formation. One could, perhaps, say: since the future teaching 
Sisters beginning their novitiate usually have more religious 
education than ordinary Catholic high school provides, they 
must given additional training Christian doctrine which 
will confer them the developed religious knowledge they will 
need for their educational apostolate and for the harmonious 
development their religious personality. working out the 
details syllabus, therefore, one must continuously ask: 
that what the Sisters need for their well developed, cultivated, 
spiritual life, for thorough Christianizing their secular 
teaching, for their catechetical apostolate proper? What does 
not contribute this threefold goal may have place 
theological seminary for priests, but for the Sisters, will not 
help but burden. this connection well know 
that, even seminary training for the priesthood, the very 
best authorities now emphasize defect the overburdening 
the students with superflous material. Some years ago, Father 
Karl Rahner, S.J., much noticed study this point de- 
clared: big part the material with which seminarian 
nowadays has occupy himself is, indeed, dead ballast from 
with Father Rahner’s works will easily charge him with advocat- 
ing superficial simplification theological studies. 


For Whom Are the Theological Courses? 

There should controversy this point. The courses 
given the whole community the young Sisters are in- 
tended for the ordinary teaching Sister who will teach religion 
elementary school high school. Their goal not 
provide philosophical theological specialization for the cream 
the community. some the Sisters, for special purpose, 
need special formation, this specialization must given 
separately. The ordinary course must give the ordinary student 
what she needs and with ordinary diligence can acquire. Espe- 
cially the courses are discussing, any teaching over the 
heads the students prevents the essential fruit the course 
from benefiting the spiritual life the Sisters and their apostolate. 
leads fictitious education which even the gifted students 
will not get the specialization they may need, but rather they 
will misled into spiritual pride. Concerned only with course 


intended for the community, let discuss concrete and practical 
points. 


The Basic Course Christian Doctrine 

Obviously course intended form better messengers 
Christian doctrine will stress definitely those subjects which 
directly contain the Christian message— dogma, morals, and 
ascetics. seminaries, for practical reasons, these subjects are 
treated separately. former times, the great theological 
summas the Middle Ages, especially the Summa Theologica 
Rahner, S.J., Gedanken zur Ausbildung der Theologen die eine

1954), 149-152, 165-168. The same stressed the eminent education of priests by 
Auxiliary Bishop Dr. Joseph Maria Reuss in his article: ‘‘Priesterliche Erziehung 
heute,” in Wort und Wahrheit (Wein, 1954), 85-105. 
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St. Thomas, show, dogmatic, moral, and ascetic theology were 
taught one theological discipline, namely “systematic theology” 
proposing and treating the whole Christian doctrine one 
complete system which the more theoretical fundamentals 
and the more practical doctrines concerned with Christian life 
form one whole doctrine the one entire Christian revela- 
tion. course for Sisters there reason why “what God 
has combined” should artificially separated. the contrary, 
the teaching Sisters are very much need insight into 
the essential unity Christian doctrine. not the lack 
unity deplorable fault nearly all forms teaching re- 
ligion from elementary school theological studies the uni- 
versity? Don’t take for granted that teaching Sisters have, 
when they enter the novitiate, clear view the internal unity 
the message they are preparing proclaim. Their teachers 
must stress, this internal unity constantly and explain lucidly. 
Whenever begin new section Christian doctrine should 
brief, clear introduction, show the place this individual 
section the whole Christian message. This caution applies 
every important doctrine teach. 

Keeping mind our goal, must put special stress 
thorough exposition the doctrine revealed. Together with 
clear explanation the exact meaning, must show the reli- 
gious value each particular doctrine, carefully and impressively 
and its importance for Christian spiritual life the 
Sisters and the Christian formation their future students. 


The Essentials 

Every Sister should finish the course with indelible im- 
pression the wonderful unity Christian doctrine and 
joyful insight into the joyful message Christ our Lord. She 
should have, too, well developed discernment essentials and 
accidentals, since even the revealed doctrines are not all the 
same importance. According St. Paul the kerygma precisely 
that essential part Christian revelation are stress 
our catechesis. Therefore solid kerygmatic formation necessarily 
implies efficient training distinguishing essentials from acci- 
dentals. focus attention the essentials Christian 
revelation, shall not find much time for theological deductions 
from Christian dogma which are secondary importance, and 
shall find much less time for theological controversies which 
not contribute the goal our basic course. 


Include Methods Teaching 

Moreover must take the time for necessary hints concerning 
good catechetical presentation the doctrines are ex- 
pounding. Thus, for example, dealing with the doctrine 
the most holy Trinity, must show not only the meaning 
this fundamental mystery Christian faith and its importance 
Christian life, but must also show how present 
different levels catechetical grades, upper 
grades, and high school. will suggest what might the 
best comparisons use clarify the meaning this mystery 
and how use the comparisons. Failing give such practical 
help the future teacher, our course may excellent help 
contemplative nuns their own spiritual life but little 
use training efficient messengers our Lord. order 
answer the real needs our teaching Sisters, the basic course 
must given such way that makes the Christian message 
for them understandable, admirable, prayable, teachable, realizable. 

may somewhat difficult find fitting textbook for 
such basic course fully adapted the special needs Sisters. 
The ordinary scholastic textbooks seminaries cannot recom- 
mended, even written English, and still less the Summa 
Theologica St. Thomis Aquinas. St. Thomas would the 
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first acknowledge that his grandiose was written for 
quite different 


Additional Courses 


While should clear teacher and students that the 
basic course supreme importance, other courses may 
useful even necessary. 


Study the Bible 

Having followed our series articles which have stressed the 
pre-eminence sacred Scripture, probably you expect 
postulate comprehensive teaching the Bible. is, indeed, 
true that continuous reading and study the Bible are highly 
important for our Sisters, yet, for them, special lectures the 
Bible not seem necessary the basic course. The 
Bible will used constantly the presentation the basic 
course means theological argumentation, and, besides 
that, our whole presentation doctrine must imbued with 
the word and spirit God found the Scripture, 
point very much neglected. The Sisters must stimulated 
diligent Bible reading and their study enriched through good 
commentaries. this end would desirable have, from 
time time, series lectures explaining parts the Bible. 
These, however, must specifically adapted the special re- 
quirements teaching Sisters and not just repetition 
lectures seminarians. 


Religious Education 

good course religious education, including catechetical 
methods, absolutely necessary. should substantial and 
practical, stressing the guiding principles which underlie any 
useful method rather than confusing exposition and evaluation 
many methods. should make clear the students that 
method aid teaching and should not permitted 
overshadow the truth that being taught. Hence even the best 
methods whether used teaching our own religious self- 
education, become reality hindrance rather than help 
soon they are used mechanically and slavishly. 


Church History 

presuppose that, sometime their formation, Sisters 
are given course Church history. This course should not 
overburdened with historical facts but should relate im- 
pressively the actual life and growth God’s kingdom. will 
point out how we, our own day, can learn from the mistakes 
well from the outstanding efforts and successes the 
past. Church history, taught rightly, has definite catechetical 
value, and, when presented the Sisters, should include methods 
teaching upper grades and high school. 


The Place Liturgy 

well planned novitiate, the Sisters will familiar with 
liturgy from the beginning their religious life; their basic 
course theology will offer many opportunities broaden 
their understanding and enhance their appreciation the official 
prayer life the Church; and their course religious educa- 
tion will show them how use liturgy the various levels 
religious education. these opportunities correlating liturgy 
with the other phases their formation have been used and 
the Sisters their own community cultivate intensive liturgical 
life, special course liturgy may minor importance. 
occasional course dealing with the place liturgy Christian 


evident that the catechetical hints the author’s short survey 
Christian doctrine (Part three his book, The Art Teaching Religion), 
only small part the suggestions which teaching Sisters need for complete 
catechetical training. 
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religion, and consequently Christian education, could very 
helpful, especially our times, when, least the United 
States, even many Sisters not yet sufficiently recognize the 
tremendous educative values the liturgy. the other hand, 
since, general principle, not favor the multipli- 
cation courses the training teaching Sisters, here, too, 
maintain that reasonable formation Sisters should 
not imitate the curriculums seminaries. The splitting sub- 
ject matter into too many separate disciplines certainly 
major reason for the lack unity the priestly formation 
today. 


Philosophy and Apologetics 


What about special course philosophy and apologetics? 
Does not solid course theology strictly postulate preceding 
solid course scholastic philosophy? Have not, therefore, 
begin the theological training Sisters with thorough 
initiation into Christian philosophy? don’t think so. our 
course scientific training scholarly theology, which 


approaches nearly possible the complete training 


fessional theologians, then preceding philosophical course would 
seem inevitable. But ordinary teaching Sisters really 
need such complete theological training? Isn’t there great 
danger that such complete scholarly training would consume 
much time that would neglect the essential fundamental 
formation? Isn’t there real danger that many Sisters with 
only high school background will not able get the full 
fruit such study? Philosophy will more “learned” than 
really assimilated. Shouldn’t we, also, learn from the difficulties 
often experienced the philosophicum the seminaries? 

Wouldn’t it, therefore, wiser the common course for 
Sisters deal with the essential philosophical problems, e.g., 
with the arguments for God’s existence, the immortality 
the soul, the freedom the will—all integrated with 
lessons Christian doctrine? Towards the end their training, 
when the Sisters have attained somewhat scientific maturity, 
they would derive much fruit from short survey the most 
important philosophical problems and the Christians answers 
them, indicating clearly the importance these answers 
entirely Christian view life. recommend similar method 
for apologetics. 

any rate, should never burden the Sisters during their 
novitiate, nor during their second year, with dry scholastic 
their spiritual and professional training. stressed much 
the concentration essentials the study theology, must, 
even more, stress such concentration regard philosophy. 
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Present Need Formation 

modernized formation teaching Sisters great im- 
portance the Sisters themselves and their future apostolate. 
Such vital matter must not left chance; must 
planned carefully and carried out resolutely. Priests who take 
part the training must work according the syllabus and 
follow the program. The best program will fail without qualified 
teachers. sacrifice and expense should spared get 
such teachers. 

However, even the best training course only good initia- 
tion. The Sisters must have facilities continue their own 
formation. efficiently they need especially three things: 
first, sufficient time for their own development through private 
reading; second, the right material for this reading, and con- 
sequently well selected third, occasional courses 
the content and methods religious education for Sisters 
already working the catechetical apostolate acquaint them 
with current problems and their solutions. Sisters who, during 
the time their formation, never had opportunity partici- 
pate course giving kerygmatic survey the whole 
Christian doctrine should permitted attend such course 
least later years. 

The careful reader surely has noted that this discussion 
have avoided much possible the term “theology” for 
Sisters. This not the place examine what extent the 
timely catechetical training have recommended could 
called are not much interested this question, 
and think that our Lord isn’t either. does not expect 
see thousands Sister theologians the full sense the 
word, but many possible excellent instruments communi- 
cate His life American students. Moreover, are convinced 
that the training recommend will indeed provide for the 
ordinary Sister more solid and religiously deeper “theological” 
formation than courses which imitate “scholastic” theology with- 
out the necessary adaptation the special needs the Sisters. 

Another question would be: addition the general train- 
ing, should there opportunity for more thorough theologi- 
cal training real elite? answer, definitely, Yes. But 
even this “theology” ought avoid any slavish imitation 
the academic courses for priestly theologians. Even such ad- 
vanced training for Sisters has final apostolic goal, and, con- 
sequently, must given with the kerygmatic

The items now in- 
cluded Sister Formation have been 
emphasized for long time however, 
they were unrelated, specific proposals 
without any real sense the framework 
within which they would most effec- 
tive.

Goop PROPAGANDA 
Has BEEN DONE 


The Sister Formation Conference has 
been doing the essential fundamental 
work stirring interest the prob- 
lems, revealing the contemporary con- 
ditions which must kept mind, 
getting basic information, working out 
plans and programs, and building 
public relations and human relations 
with all the factors Catholic educa- 
tion. perfectly natural that this 
should largely the nature 
propaganda.

analysis even critical analysis 
plans and programs and customs. 


OBJECTIVELY AND COURAGEOUSLY 


The leaders the movement their 
consultants must examine the whole 
range Catholic education its pres- 
ent needs terms the effective serv- 
ices which religious communities 
Sisters can render. One problem that 
should answered critically whether, 
has been suggested, every religious 
community should organize college 
connection with its mother house. An- 
other problem the effect the in- 
creasing number lay teachers the 
problems the religious community. 
Still another is: Will religious com- 
munities largely concerned with the 
administration schools rather than 
with teaching? How will larger 
units elementary and high schools 
affect the religious communities? Are 
the small units wasteful and they 
render the personnel less effective? 
there justification providing ade- 
quate secondary school 
schools less than 100 students? Are 
these made possible because religious 
communities want the prestige run- 
ning high schools? These and many 
similar questions must examined, 
faced objectively, and met courageously.

New Sister Formation Book 


The second volume proceedings the 
Sister Formation Conference, entitled Spiritual 
and Intellectual Elements the Formation 
Sisters, has been published and recently re- 
leased Fordham University Press. The 
book, which takes the problem study 
and sanctity, brings together the addresses 
given 1955-56 series regional Sister 
Formation sessions. addition talks 
priest speakers, psychologists, spiritual direc- 
tors, and university professors there are also 
included papers read general and provincial 
superiors Sisters, novice mistresses, and 
Sister educators. Another new feature 
the conference theme, sent selected priests 
the six NCEA regions throughout the 
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The United States Office Education 
prepared for Unesco’s “World Survey 
Education” handbook the educational 
system the United States America. 
This step toward making “standard 
reference work educational systems,”

What Are the Psalms?

The word “psalm” means song 
sung musical accompaniment.

The reader 
referred Thomas Merton’s book, Bread 
the Wilderness, for meditative reading 
and re-reading, particularly the chapter 
“Poetry, Symbolism, and Typology.”

Structure the Psalms 

Hebrew poetry very different nature 
from the poetry Western languages. Its 
evident all, but what 
does consist? not rhyme, for 
rarely and apparently never set pur- 
pose the verses the Psalms end 
with the same sound. And there exists 
any meter the Psalms, its character 
difficult that scholars are agreed 
neither its presence nor its 
form. seems more probable that the 
Psalms possess definite quantity 
number syllables, accent which 
their doubtful meter can determined. 

Their most obvious characteristic, which 
everyone can perceive balanced struc- 
ture parallelism, which one line 
set over against another, the second line 
repeating, reversing, expanding the 
thought the preceding line. rhyme 
consists balancing similar sounds, 
thoughts, “thought rhyme.” 

There are three principal kinds 
Hebrew parallelism, synonymous, antithe- 
tic, and synthetic. 

the first, which the most frequent, 
the second line the verse echo 
similar words the first line, for 
example: 

Then was our mouth filled with laughter, 
And our tongue with exultant joy. 
(Ps. 125:2) 
antithetic parallelism, the second line 
reverses the thought the preceding line: 
They have collapsed and fallen, 
But stand upright and remain. 
(Ps. 19:9) 

synthetic parallelism the second part 
the verse expands explains de- 
velops the thought conveyed the first

The parallelism which characteristic 
verses extends also, some extent 
least, the strophes stanzas 
the Psalms. verses consist lines 
usually two, but times three 
four—so strophes stanzas are made 
groups verses, varying number 
and length. rule, these stanzas can 
distinguished the difference 
thoughts they embody, some ex- 
ternal sign such refrains,

the original Hebrew the Psalms are, 
for the most part. lyrical poems enshrin- 
ing exalted religious thought and emotion 
rhythmical the many trans- 
lations from Hebrew Aramaic Greek 
Latin English, some the original 
meaning and beauty was sometimes mis- 
interpreted lost. 

Even with the very best translation the 
teacher still faces the language difficulty; 
not that our students cannot read the 
Psalms, but can they understand them? 
The average youngsters today are “of 
the earth, They respond poetry 
with difficulty. Their poetic 
not mention religious faculties are 
unused, unresponsive the higher things 
youngsters interest the Psalms? 


Use the Psalms 

Here would the propitious moment 
open discussion the fourth question 
the original assignment, “Of what prac- 
tical use might the Psalms be?” This unit 
fortunately was started the first week 
Lent. Daily Mass attendance was good, 
and the use the Daily Missal common. 
The place the Psalms the liturgy 
was discussed with particular emphasis 
the parts the Mass which are taken 
from the Book Psalms. prompting 
was necessary see the practical use 
the study the Psalms toward 
better understanding and deeper apprecia- 
tion the Mass and other liturgical 
ceremonies. 

The Psalms need taught 
moderns. The modern Christian finds 
the Psalms strange ways praying, ex- 
pressed poetic and quaint imagery. Will 
the youngsters appreciate the verse: 


The sun shall not burn thee day, 
Nor the moon night.

Describing the earthquake which shook 
Sinai and the surrounding hills during the 
giving the law Moses, the psalmist 
says:

very vivid description the unjust 
judges given the psalmist in: 

There poison them like the poison 
the serpent,

that beautiful act thanksgiving 
for deliverance from perils, Psalm 106, 
the psalmist illustrates God’s goodness 
answering men’s prayer when they appeal 
Him their trials. cites four 
classes persons who called upon the 
Lord for help. these verses have 
the description sailors who had almost 
perished sea: 


They rose the heavens, and sank 
down even the depths; 
Their soul fainted away because evils. 


They staggered and reeled like drunken

Examples the exquisite imagery 
the Psalms could multiplied. The teacher 
should give just enough the historical 
background the Psalm show its 
meaning immediacy. Then after reading 
the Psalm and discussing (without dis- 
secting minute pieces), the students 
could suggest how they think would 
interpreted its application the 
life Christ, and further, how would 
apply them and/or how they could 
use this particular Psalm. All Psalms would 
not lend themselves all this treatment. 
The teacher would have determine how 
much how little each individual Psalm 
would need. 


Typical Studies 

Nearly all high school anthologies have 
least one Psalm, usually Psalm 22, 
Lord Shepherd.” This Psalm was 
used the introduction the study 
whole Psalm, using the above method. 
historical background beyond recalling 
David’s occupation shepherd was 
needed. Interpretation the metaphorical 
picture posed problem, and the ap- 
plication the life Christ, the Good 
Shepherd, and themselves living the 
midst tragedies and disasters was easily 
elicited.

The class was then divided into choirs

Teach Them Think 

After disposing the wills your stu- 
dents prayer, the next step inform 
their minds instruction.

The age 
which each group thinks vocation 
must taken into consideration, and the 
explanations must presented their 
own language. Pictures must used, and 
they must answer the questions most fre- 
quently asked regard training and 
work: “Do you have pray much 
convent? Are the studies seminary 
hard? you get much time play? 
How are the meals? What happens after 
you are professed ordained?” 
Everything must given its due im- 
portance, and unobstrusively appeal 
must out the youths, inviting them, 


encouraging them consider the greatest 
calling earth, the Catholic priesthood 
and religious life. 

These requirements are big order, but 
they have been met admirably the 
editors the Young Catholic Messenger 
and the Junior Catholic Messenger their 
different vocational articles. 
glance over last year’s issues proves the 
point. the scholastic year 1955-56 
there were articles encouraging more 
frequent attendance Mass and Com- 
munion and ten articles various phases 
the vocation the priestly and re- 
ligious state. One issue stressed particularly 
the diocesan priesthood; another the re- 
ligious priesthood. third issue treated 
the brotherhood and another took the 
sisterhood. Pictures abounded and the ex- 
planations were practical, down the boys’ 
and girls’ own level. Both Messengers con- 
sistently reflected the careful study and 
sound psychology that had gone into their 
preparation. 


The Important Follow-Up 

After reading and study material like 
these Messenger articles, would well 
have the students write paper 
the subject: “Why Would (or would 
not) Like Become Priest (Brother 
Sister).” This could your way 
finding out how much thinking has been 
done and how much interest 
aroused. 

Many the boys and girls will sur- 
prise you with their enthusiasm for the 
priesthood religious life. When this has 
happened, some teachers have jumped 
the conclusion that the pupils were writing 
please them. But experience has proved 
them wrong. Vocation compositions are 
generally sincere. Especially this true 
when the students are urged beforehand 
honest their statements. 

After these papers are in, encourage the 
boys interested the diocesan priesthood 
write the diocesan seminary. You 
might even send their papers, along with 
note explanation and the boys’ home 
addresses, the diocesan vocational di- 
rector. there diocesan seminary, 
this information should given the 
pastor. 

Other boys and girls who are interested 
one the religious institutes should 
their choice. Their papers, too, can 
sent the proper superior. From then 
seminary novitiate authorities will 
encourage your prospects, supply further 
information, and explain entrance require- 
ments. You will have played your part 
starting others the road the 
priesthood and religious life.

very appropriate beginning can made 
the time First Holy Communion. 

Wheat, the symbol the Host, can 
understood young children. The 
teacher can discuss with them the im- 
portance wheat the staff life.

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St. Boniface Parish, just three miles 
outside the city Erie, the pastor, Father 
Francis Schlindwein, has met the trans- 
portation problem squarely 
fully. Here the suburban rural district 
called Hammett, otherwise known the 
“Beechwoods,” 1941, there stood 
church, convent, and little two-room 
school building providing education for 
pupils grades one eight. But the 
“Beechwoods” area contained about 300 
square miles. The church and the school 
were located Route concrete high- 
way, and the Lake Pleasant Road which 
runs through the parish paved with 
tarred stone, but most the parish 
farm area and most the farm area 
located the hills Pennsylvania, and 
these hills there are only dirt roads. 
Some these roads are impassable 
the winter, and sometimes even the 
spring and summer. These conditions often 
hindered our people from attending Mass 
Sunday. Thus only few our 
Catholic children were able attend the 
St. Boniface School. 


Solving Problem 

These were the external conditions that 
Father Schlindwein found August 
1941 when arrived the Beechwoods.

their children and take them school. 
Wooden benches were built for the panel 
truck and about ten little children were 
the first patrons what has become the 
present bus system the parish. This 
happened the fall 1944. 

Then came the building the new 
school extending opportunities more 
students, and creating bigger transporta- 
tion problem. the suggestion Father 
Schlindwein, Sonny purchased Ford ton- 
and-a-half panel truck and began making 
two trips, picking about children. 

Registration the fall 1945 showed 
that about pupils would entering 
St. Boniface School, and that most 
these would have picked up. The 
pastor decided that parish-owned school 
buses were necessary. acquired two 
Ford buses capable holding passen- 
gers each. Vincent “Vinnie” Kennerknecht, 
another parishioner, who had just been 
released from the Service, answered 
Father’s call for second bus driver. 


Arranging the Routes 

The problem picking the children, 
had several aspects. Who were picked 
up? What time and what place would 
they picked up? registration for 
the coming term, held the latter part 
June and the early part July, “All 
parents having children about enter 
St. Boniface School the fall are asked 
see the Sisters soon possible 
that the bus schedules can arranged 
properly.” This the note contained 
the parish bulletin. About the first week 
August, the names all the registered 
school children were given the pastor 
along with their addresses, i.e., the names 
the roads which the families live. 

The area, perhaps one hundred square 
miles these early days, was divided into 
two parts, each bus driver taking half 
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the area. With the help the Erie County 
map, the bus routes were arranged. Where 
the roads were too difficult for travel, the 
children were asked meet the bus 
along the highway; otherwise the children 
were asked ready their own drive- 
way. times, the established schedule 
had changed because wintry 
weather. When the roads are too heavily 
laden with snow the rain has washed 
out part road, the children are 
asked walk the nearest highway spot. 
case this walking more than 
about two city blocks. Ninety per cent 
the children are picked their own 
door. Ordinarily the children are asked 
ready within about five minutes 
the regular schedule which begins about 
7:30 that the bus may return school 
time for the children attend the 
8:30 Mass. Sometimes five minutes ahead 
schedule five minutes late, the 
buses arrive the church. Never will 
driver wait more than two minutes 
any one stop. 


The Problem Roads 

Within the confines the parish there 
are four paved roads, one with concrete 
and the other three with crushed stone 
and tar; all the rest are gravel. 1945, 
when the St. Boniface buses were the 
only school buses traveling these roads, the 
condition the roads was very bad. The 
pastor went the township supervisors 
ask something could done about 
improving the conditions travel for the 
buses. Action was slow because there was 
that time bigoted group old resi- 
dents political office the township. 
Nothing seemed done until year 
later when the township school district 
saw the need establishing its own bus 
system. The school board that time 
was composed five members, four 
whom were not Catholic, the other being 
member St. Boniface Church. When 
the members the school board saw the 
condition the roads, they went the 
supervisors, and was only then that 
action was taken. Several times during 
the summer the roads were graded and 
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smoothed; during the winter the roads 
were kept open fairly well that the 
township buses could operate properly. 
was just accidental the supervisors that 
the St. Boniface buses had travel over 
the same roads. There was only one thing 
do—elect supervisors who could look 
the good the community whole. 
This required political pressure, and future 
elections solved the problem. present 
there are three members St. Boniface 
parish the board supervisors; and 
result, the roads are good condition 
both the wintertime and the rainy 
seasons. Although there have been some 
very hard winters, yet our buses have 
been able bring the children school 
and take them home with the loss 
very little school time. 


The Financial Problem 

The initial cost the first two Ford 
buses was not too formidable, but the 
maintenance problem became great after 
while that two new buses were necessary. 
Furthermore the first two buses were in- 
capable handling the capacity. With 
new school and bus system the parish 
and the raising taxes within the city, 
people began look for property out 
the township escape the taxes, and 
locate area where the children 
would able acquire proper Catholic 
education. was not unusual have 
four five calls week asking whether 
not the St. Boniface buses traveled 
over certain road. This would 
determining factor the purchase 
property. many families had migrated 
into the parish that was necessary 
buy two new 59-passenger buses the 
summer 1946. the next fall, four 
classrooms had been prepared, and four 
Sisters came teach the eight grades. 

money! The financial problem partially 
solved charging each family annual 
fee $12.50 matter whether there 
were one fifteen children the family.

part which the bus system. Then 
too, each year there are summer festivals. 
Two years ago, the bulletin read: “The 
proceeds this year will used defray 
the expenses new bus.” The financial 
problem would not too bad 
meant the purchasing new buses alone. 
But drivers have paid and the buses 
need servicing and maintenance. Most 
the bus drivers are farmers who drive the 
buses part-time basis. They are paid 
monthly salary for the hour more 
picking the children the morning, 
and about the same amount time for 
returning the children home after school 
3:30. Over the year’s time, bus drivers’ 
salaries become major problem, but the 
amount money collected from the fami- 
lies for the initial bus fee takes care 
most it. That still leaves the cost 
maintenance and here really the burden- 
some part the financial problem. Gas, 
oil, tires are normal everyday expenditures; 
but when one does not have the money 
buy all new buses, then the repair bills 
the old ones become ghastly. Fortunately 
there are two service garages owned 
members the parish, both within 
stone’s throw the church. get 
discount all parts and this amounts 
quite sum year’s time. Nevertheless, 
when you multiply the individual main- 
tenance problem eight, the number 
buses operation the present time, 
evident that the maintainance the 
buses totals about $12,000 per year. That 
can solved only planning extra 
social affairs such have mentioned 
bingo, theater entertainments, and summer 
festivals. They have done the St. 
Boniface Church has clean slate the 
maintenance garages and with the bus com- 
panies. have said nothing the cost 
licenses which would heavy added 
expense. Actually the state Pennsyl- 
vania provides free licenses under certain 
conditions: that the buses used for the 
transportation children and from 
school; that they used only parish ac- 
tivity; and that they used for parish 
necessities. regard the purchasing 
new buses, the cost, course, quite 
but most the buses, whether they new 
used, have been purchased consider- 
ably less than the recular retail prices. The 
federal excise tax still must paid 
each the buses and that amounts 
about $400 apiece. might add here that 
the public school buses are exempt 
law from this federal excise tax. Then. 
there the matter insurance. Each bus 
insured with the usual clauses lia- 
bility, collision, theft, and com- 
pletely covered. Insurance rates are high. 
but necessity requires insurance does 


state law. Along with the insurance 
the buses themselves, each child in- 
sured with accidental in- 
jury policy which takes effect from the 
moment the child boards the bus until 
alights. 


Obtaining Drivers 

Drivers were not hard get. They 
work part-time basis and substitutes 
are available. Certain qualifications are re- 
quired bus drivers: they must 
years age, they must have bus 
license, and they must have all the neces- 
sary physical qualities required the 
insurance company. Several the men 
the waiting list took the exam and 
passed. The drivers ordinarily house the 
buses their own homes, although large 
three-bus garage was built the St. 
Boniface property. During the school year 
the drivers customarily keep the buses 
home and take care washing and clean- 
ing them, inside and out, their own 
time, and they other little service 
jobs that have been tremendous saving 
the parish; most the drivers are quite 
capable since they have had good deal 
experience handling farm equipment. 

Our private school buses have attuned 
themselves pretty much the state re- 
quirements for bus service. The buses have 
been painted with the proper yellow 
orange color; they are equipped with the 
proper “Stop” signals both front and 
back; they have the necessary emergency 
door. they are equipped with turn signals 
—all these state requirements are met 
although there state aid private 
school buses. 


Experiment Co-operation 

The new school and the new bus system 
brought about rapid growth the com- 
munity. Young families were moving into 
the parish, and looked though the 
four-room school house built 1946 would 
not able take care the enroll- 
ment. 1950 addition was planned 
and the fall 1951 St. Boniface School 
consisted two four-classroom buildings 
with capacity 800 children. Enrollment 
increased, bus schedules 
More buses were purchased; more bus driv- 
ers were hired; there were now six buses 
operation. the meantime, Father 
Schlindwein and the township school dis- 
trict put their heads together and de- 
cided that the two bus systems should 
work co-operation with one another 
that both would not have travel 
over the same roads the outlying dis- 
tricts for the elementary school children. 
Then, too, there was the matter trans- 
porting our high school 
Erie. very neat agreement was worked 
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out that the St. Boniface buses would 
pick all the children along certain 
roads would the Greene Township buses 
along others. certain focal points, they 
would exchange passengers. This arrange- 
ment was made when only one member 
the township school board was Catholic. 
The Catholic member, kept still when the 
vote the school district was taken 
co-operate with St. Boniface. was the 
four non-Catholic members the board 
who voted for the harmonious routing 
the buses. During this time the township 
buses were also transporting our high school 
students into Erie. Our Catholic member 
the school board did not run for office 
the following election, and lost our 
seat the board. November, 1954, 
came the bombshell. All the Catholic par- 
ents the township were notified 
mail, that, November the township 
buses would longer transport our Catho- 
lic school children, neither the town- 
ship nor the Catholic high schools 
Erie. The cry came forth that was 
contrary state law. have fight 
our hands, because the whole purpose 
the opposition was religious bigotry. 
For quite some time St. Boniface Church 
and School had become the source all 
the activity the community, and was 
the purpose the school board curb 
that popularity. sheer ignorance, the 
school board put its ultimatum into effect 
just two days before election. So, the 
pastor, his assistant, and few angered 
members the community began little 
“politiking.” Cars were gathered pick 
voters, telephone calls were made all 
day long, voters flocked the polls 
long standing Republican gave 
way Democratic landslide and St. 
Boniface Church again had one its 
members the school board. Now each 
time election comes up, the members 
the community remember the school- 
bus incident, and two more members 
St. Boniface Church are elected mem- 
bers the school board. 
control it. And the same situation has oc- 
curred regard the township super- 
visors. least, now there harmony 
and the officials are working for the 
betterment the area. This incident 
not vain material. The 
exists many the rural communities 
throughout the country. These bad condi- 
tions have only one polls. 
When bigotry and prejudice get out 
hand, the conditions must remedied 
those who have the interest the 
community heart. 

This incident illustrates the co-operation 
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that should exist between public and pri- 
vate school systems but frequently does 
not exist. The incident showed that 
could rise the situation. Although the 
township buses longer transported our 
students, St. Boniface Church put two 
more buses into operation take our 
own students into town. This meant added 
bus drivers, rearrangement schedules, 
but the situation was well under control 
within hours. Unless bus system had 
been well established this could not have 
happened. did happen, and 
carried successfully ever since. 


Rules and Regulations 

The Sisters have important role 
conducting the bus system. Besides the 
work registering the students, all the 
rules and regulations governing the chil- 
dren the buses are theirs, with the 
approval, course, ‘of the pastor. Certain 
seats are assigned the children; each 
bus has monitor; insure safety, the 
children must quiet not dis- 
turb the bus driver. This very im- 
portant regulation since any form dis- 
traction the driver could mean disaster. 
any trouble arises the bus, the driver 
stops and tries settle the problem. 
cannot settled, the children involved 
are put off the bus for the time, and 
report made the Sisters who look 
into the situation. Sometimes change 
seat necessary; sometimes just change 
attitude required. The Sisters handle 
the situation very nicely. All the orderly 
alignment the children they alight 
from the bus the morning and the 
orderly boarding the bus 3:30 
the credit the Sisters. the evening, 
some the children must wait for 
second trip bus. Between the time 
release and the time boarding, 
the weather clement, the Sisters use 
the spare time participating with 
the children various forms recrea- 
tion, facilities for which are located 
the playground. 


Secondary Use Buses 

The fact that have these buses 
really asset the church. They are 
used provide free transportation from 
and back the city for our entertain- 
ments. And mentioned what important 
role these entertainments have our 
financial picture. addition that, 
through the personal industry the pas- 
tor, outstanding musical program has 
been established, and the buses have been 
used the transportation the St. Boni- 
face championship accordion bands and 
violin ensembles all over the state and 
into Ohio and New York. All the musical 


units the parish have been transported 
their lessons the parish buses. Then 
too, each summer, one bus used 
transport the children from our mission 
parish St. Cyprian Waterford the 
six-week summer vacation school held 
there; each year the buses are used 
transport the children Waldameer Beach 
Park for the annual school picnic. 

Today the private school bus system 
St. Boniface parish travels over 
area nearly 300 square miles. Six buses 
are used pick 375 children grade- 
school age the 420 enrolled; two buses 
transport nearly 100 students into the 
Catholic boys and girls high schools 
the City Erie. One the buses travels 
each morning the little town Watts- 
burg, distance about miles from 
St. Boniface Church. These buses, all eight 
them, require about $12,000 per year 
for maintenance. While the amount seems 
staggering for such small parish this, 
the fact that within ten years the Catholic 
school enrollment has risen from 
420 ample proof that such system 
not only necessary, but invaluable the 
life the community.

The new $1,700,000 Aquinas High School 
and Convent now being erected 
sant, near St. Louis, Mo., will one 
the most complete Catholic high school 
plants the St. Louis area. The buildings 
have been planned Hellmuth, Obata 
Kassabaum, who have specialized cam- 
pus-type school plans. The original build- 
ings will accommodate 1000 students and 
the religious faculty; later expansion will 
increase the capacity 1800 boys and 
girls. 

The campus plan, restricted site 
14.5 acres, groups seven major buildings 
around large central plaza—a theme 
which repeated the frequent use 
courtyards and smaller plazas the in- 
dividual units. The units will include 
administration building, classrooms, spe- 
cial functions building, convent, cafeteria, 
the chapel, and gymnasium. Another 
classroom unit and auditorium will 
built later. 


The General Plan 
Insulating the campus from Highway 
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will landscaped parking facility for 
175 cars, which opens paved entrance 
plaza with pool. Across this plaza, and 
the first building encountered upon enter- 
ing the school campus, will the ad- 
ministration building. will two stories, 
entered the upper level from the front, 
and with the lower level grade the 
rear. addition offices for the principal 
and co-principal, the administration unit 
will contain offices for three deans the 
school, health unit, four faculty lounges, 
and apartment for the resident priest. 

The administration building (and later 
the auditorium and second classroom unit) 
will form the southern side the large 
central plaza. the eastern end the 
plaza will the special functions build- 
ing, where will located many the 
educational features which will make 
Aquinas outstandingly equipped school 
terms facilities. The main library 
the school will here, plus student 
lounge and social center, bookstore, stu- 
dent publication office, music rooms for 
band, chorus, and instrument practice 


and addition four small classrooms for 
special and advanced classes. This unit 
will enlarged school enrollment 
increases. 


The Classroom Unit 


Connected the special functions build- 
ing enclosed overhead passageway 
(both buildings are two stories) will 
the main classroom unit. large rectangu- 
lar building with private central court- 
yard, will house full-size classrooms 
the first floor and the second 
floor. There will office, conference 
room, branch library, and student 
project room each floor. The branch 
libraries and the large entrance lobby- 
lounge will open the courtyard. 


Gymnasium-Auditorium 
the other, western, end the 
central plaza will located the gym- 
nasium. will also serve auditorium 
for the present, which facilitated the 
steel bent framing exposed the ex- 
terior, allowing for smooth 
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terior walls and ceilings. will contain 
the standard athletic program facilities, 
including locker and shower rooms, offices 
and storage, addition the large gym 
itself, which designed divisable for 
simultaneous use boys and girls. 

The cafeteria-dining hall unit, located 
the northwest corner the plaza, 
designed used divided into boys 
and girls sections curtain for ordinary 
school use, with two entrances and exits, 
and two serving lines. can thrown 
open into one large hall for banquets and 
other school functions. Two 
overlook the plaza and chapel one 
side, and wooded area and playing field 
the other. The cafeteria has capacity 
675 persons. The basement this 
unit provides space for the heating plant

forming “L” shaped addition the 
plaza, large paved court which will 
located the chapel. will small 
building, primarily for the worship the 
nuns the school, since the students be- 
long parish churches the area.

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sunny, the building contains four classrooms 
which receive light from both clerestory and 
wall-to-wall windows. Each classroom may 
entered from central interior hall the 
outside and each features radiant heating, ad- 
justable wardrobes, acoustical tile ceilings, 
asphalt tile floors, beige toned desks, and wall 
niches where hand-carved Madonnas from 
Italy will placed. Eventually four more 
classrooms and administration suite will 
join the initial structure later auditorium, 
church, and rectory will complete the plant.

Midwest Unit the National 
Catholic Educational Association

Thoughts From His Eminence 

Since our own challenge assist the 
student co-operate with God’s grace 
order perfect members the Mys- 
tical Body Christ, must integrate 
into the curriculum and the activities 
the school what necessary the achieve- 
ment this goal. 

The Cardinal Archbishop Chicago 
stressed, again and again, the paramount 
importance impressing upon the students 
the dignity their persons homo 
sapiens, with reason and free will. 
baptism this individual has become mem- 
ber the Mystical Body, with claim 
heaven and confirmation has been 
sealed with the Holy Ghost and made 
soldier Christ. 

The school must inform the reason 
the student with the necessary information 
for his intelligent co-operation with divine 
grace. There must the discipline which 
reason imposes. The student must work; 
there lazy pious boy. 

The student must learn evaluate. The 
placing athletic achievement above in- 
tellectual achievement certainly shows 
want balance. recreation surrender 
human dignity wrong. There must 
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surrender the enrichment and de- 
velopment human nature. 

One the trends today that 
must combat that the depersonaliza- 
tion mass menace educa- 
tion and democracy. must teach our 
students think. must accustom them 
avoid letting someone else their 
thinking against mob psychology. They 
are not withdraw from the world, but 
they are not conformists 
rendering the dignity their human per- 
sons the demands the world. 

Every class school should part 
the student’s growth and development. 
School place which one comes 
get opportunity use his talents 
the Mystical Body Christ. 


Current Problems 

Following the Cardinal’s address, Rev. 
David Murphy, O.Carm., principal Mt.

One speaker made the point that, 
when the subject being studied the time 
had not been developed point where 
individual students were ready profit 
from private investigation, there should 
homework assignment that nature. 


Progress Reading 
The second morning session the sec- 
ondary department was devoted “Prog- 
ress Reading.” address was given 
Mrs. Elizabeth Simpson, director 
reading service for the Illinois Institute 
Technology. Another address was Mrs. 


Ruth Hoffmeyer, director reading serv- 
ice for the Chicago Board Education. 

Some the points made Mrs. Simp- 
son were: 

Ability read the primary tool 
learning. 

Ability read influences mental health. 
Students want read well. 

The reading process implies continuous 
development from the primary grades 
through college. 

Waste human talent results from stu- 
dents not reading their capacity. 
The author cited the example several 
girls who were refused admittance 
school nursing because they failed 
test comprehension reading. After 
intensive course reading, they were 
accepted and did excellent work their 
classes.
